They spent 110 days in theif ter- 
ritories.

Time saved in carrying high-salar- 
ied men was an important factor, the 
speaker pointed out. Transportation 
cost for passengers was. about $2.65 
per ton mile. It had been fotind that 
a distance of 70 miles, ordinarily a 
trip of about 60 hours, could be done 
in 40 or 50 minutes by air. 

Planes could be called, in lines of 
regular travel, by a pre-arranged sig- 
nal consisting of a smoke bomb 
thrown into a lake or river. Improve- 
ment of spirit among men'working in 
‘lonely camps and who, with an air 
service, ‘were supplied with mail and 
had the certainty of speedy convey- 
ance to hospital in case of injury was 
another factor referred to.

, The flight lasted about half an hour, 
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Britain's First Aerial Tali | 
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Miles Per Minute 

The world’s largest and most pow- 
erful- binglé-engined  aeroplane—Bri- 
tain’s first aerial battleship—made its 
trial Might from Brough Aerodrome 
recently. The: pilot, -Flight-Lieutenant 
Paul Bulman, one of the most distin- 
guished pilots of the Royal Air Force, 
looked like a speck by the side of this 
leviathan of the .skies, which oan 
travel at two miles a minute for more 
than 1,000 miles without having to re- 
plenish its fuel, 

It is a marvellous. machine, the last 
wword in aeronautical design, and :in- 
cludes features which are * kept secret. 
It is intended to playa leading part 
in the air: defence of the. British. Is- 
lands, and is officially designated a 
coastal defence plane. 

The machine, Known as the “Cub- 
aroo,” was specially built by the 
Blackburn Airéraft.Company to take 
the 1,000 h.p. Napier Cub engine, the 
most powerful aero engine yet built 
and successfully flown. 

: The single propellor, whirled ardund 
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times the size of a billiard table. The 
fail plane alone, which is:of the bi- 
plane type is as large as an average: 
sized aeroplane. 

The gross weight of the machine 
Méxceeds mine tons. From wing tip 
to wing tip it measures 88 feet, its 
length is 54 feet, and at its highest 
part it is more-than 19 feet from the 
ground. It is planned as a _ three- 
‘seater, and has sufficient room in the 
main cockpit for two pilots to sit side 
iby side, _A staircase leads from the 
Spacious cabin to the pilot’s cockpit, 
and there is a second staircase from 
the cabin to a gun turret. behind the 
Wings. All the vulnerable parts of 
the machine are well protected. 

It was not, of course, equipped for 
action, but when in action it will be 
able to. carry aloft more than three] ture is lower. 
tons of bombs or .torpedoe’, tucked 
beneath its wings or slung below the 
fuselage.

Will Supervise All Banks 


Cc. W. Tompkins of Montreal Has Been 
Given Wide Powers 

Ottawa.—C. W. Tompkins, of Mon- 
treal, has been appointed government 
supervisor of banking, and has enter- 
ed upon his duties. The position was 
created at the last session and the act 
came into force in October. 

Under the general Bank Act share- 
holders’ auditors are appointed from 
a list approved by the department, and 
their reports go not only to the share- 
holders, but regularly to the directors. 
They will also be sent here now to the 
chief inspector, who, in addition to 
checking them, may also make any in- 
vestigation which he considers neces- 
sary. The powers conferred are rath- 
er extensive 

Mr. Tomkins is a native of New 
Brunswick, where he had his initial 
training. He afterwards vent to 
Vancouver and for some years has 
been .one of the executives of the 
Royal Bank.

Winnipeg.—The Canadian National
